KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 



IN SENATE. 

Tuesday, Dec. 15th, 1857. 
Praver by Rev. J M Lancaster, of the Cath 
olic Church. 

The Journal of yesterday was read by the 
Clerk. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE H. R. 

Was received by the Assistant Clerk, announc-. 
ing the passage of sundry bills which originated 
in that House, and also sundry Senate bills. 

The SPEAKER laid be lore the Senate the re 
spouse of the Auditor to the resolution offered 
by Mr. Silvf.rtooth, on yesterday, in relation to 
the settlement with the Trustees of Transylvania 
University: ordered to be printed. 

KENTUCKY STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 

The SPEAKER laid before the Senate the re 
port of the board of managers of the Kentucky 
state agricultural society: ordered to be printed. 

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Mr. BUCKNER, Judiciary — asked to be dis- 
charged from a leave to bring in a bill to pay 
jurors, &.c , before justices, police judges, &c.: 
discharged. 

Same — a bill to charter the German gymnastic 
association ot Covington. 

The bill was opposed briefly by Mr. Andrews, 
and advocated by Mr. Fisk 

The bill was then ordered to a third reading by 
a vote of yeas 29, nays 7. 

The reading was dispensed with and the bill 
passed. 

Mr. BUCKNER, Judiciary — a bill to charter 
Naomi Lodge, No. 129, I. 0. O F'.: 

Mr. WRIGHT said: 

I shall oppose the passage of the bill for 
the reason that there is a general law upon 
the subject, which law wa* amended at the la-t 
session of the Legislature, designed to meet and 
cover the whole- ground of local legislation. If 
the law was not sufficient to meet the case, it is 
certainly within our power so to amend the law 
as to meet fully the case; and let them be incor- 
porated by the courts, and by so doing, we will 
avoid all this long list of local legislation. I 
recollect, sir, that at the last session of the legis- 
lature this principle of local legislation was 
adopted to a very great extent. I know not, sir. 
whose bill this is, but desire that the Senate will 
make a test upon this bill, and sneak in terms 
that cannot be misunderstood, and decide, once 
for all, the subject of local legislation 

Mr. SUDDUTH moved to recommit the bill, 
with instructions, to the Judiciary Committee, to 
report against all such bills as are embraced in 
the provisions of the general law upon the sub 
ject of corporations 

Mr. GROVER moved an amendment to the in- 
structions, requiring the committee to enquire 
iuto whether the laws now in force are not suffi 
ciently full to embrace all private corporations 
in their provisions. 

The amendment was accepted by Mr. Sudduth. 
The bill was then recommitted, with the in- 
structions. 

Mr. EDWARDS, Judiciary — a bill to regulate 
trials of civil cases before justices of the peace 
in the city of Paducah: passed. 

Same — a II. R. bill to amend the charter of the 
Winchester and Mt. Sterling turnpike road com 
pany: passed 

Mr. FISK, Judiciary — a bill for the benelit of 
certain clerks of this commonwealth: [allowed 
two years to collect fees:J passed. 

Same — a bill to amend the charter of the city 
of Covington: passed. 

Same — a bill to charter the Paraquet springs 
company: passed. 

Mr. PORTER, Circuit Courts — a bill to change 
the times of holding the circuit, equity, and crim 
inal courts in the 1st judicial district: ordered to 
be printed and placed in the orders of the day. 

Same — a bill for the benefit of the circuit and 
county courts of this Commonwealth: [allows two 
years to collect fees:] passed. 

Mr GRUNDY, Propositions and Grievances — 
h bill for the benefit of Jaques Guidin: passed. 

Same — a bill to amend the law concerning 
idiots: passed. 

Mr. MATTHEVVSON — a bill to charter the 
Big Sandy navigation company: 
u. s. senator. 

A message t^as received from the II. R., bv Mr. 
Combs, announcing that they were ready to go 
into the election of a United States Senator, to 
serve six years from the 4th of March, 1859. 
orders of the day. 

The Senate took up the H. R. resolution for 
the election of a U. S Senator. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved to strike out the 15th 
of December, for the purpose of inserting another 
day. 

A debate arose on this motion, 

Messrs. ANDREWS and WHITAKER advo- 
cated it; and 

Messrs. MARTIN, SILVERTOOTH, and 
RUST, opposed it. 

Mr. MARTIN then moved the previous ques- 
tion, which was sustained — yeas 38, nays none 
The question was then taken on striking out the 
15th of December, and it was decided in the af 
firmative— yeas 20, nays 18: and it was stricken 
out. 

Mr. ANDREWS then moved to insert January 
5th, 1858, (the 1st Tuesday) — yeas 20, nays 17 
Mr. SILVERTOOTH offered a resolution, to 
send a message to the House of Representatives, 
that the Senate is now ready to elect a U. S. 
Senator. 

The SPEAKER decided it out of order, as it 
was not an amendment to, or subsubstitute for, 
the original resolution. 

Mr. BUCKNER moved the previous question 
on the H. R. resolution as amended; which was 
ordered— yeas 21, nays 17. 

The resolution, as amended, was then adopted 
— yeas 22, nays 16. 

Mr. BUCKNER moved a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the resolution was adopted. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved the previous question, 
which was sustained. 

And the Senate refused to reconsider — yeas 
14, nays* 22. 

Mr. MARTIN then offered a resolution to send 
a message to the House of Representatives in- 
forming that House that the Senate i 9 now readv 
to go into the election of a U. S. Senator. 

Mr. ANDREWS then moved that the Senate 
do now adjourn. 

The yeas and nays were called, and stood— 
yeas 17, nays 20. 

So the Senate refused to adjourn. 

The question then recurred on the adoption of 
the resolution of Mr. Martin, and the vote stood 
yeas 18, nays 20: and the resolution was re- 
jected. 

And then the Senate adjourned.

SPECIAL ORDER FOR 11 O’CLOCK. 

Mr. MACHEN — Judiciary — to whom was re 
ferred a Senate bill for the benefit of the sheriffs 
of this commonwealth, with the amendment 
thereto offered by Mr. LINDSEY, with instrue 
tions to report this day at 11 o’clock, A M, 
made the following report, which was adopted 
and the time asked therein, granted: 

The committee on Judiciary, to whom was re^ 
ferred the bill entitled, “an act for the nenefit ol 
the sheriffs of this commonwealth,” and the 
amendment offered thereto report: that they have 
had said bill and amendment under considera 
tion. They considered it their duty to make en- 
quiries of the Auditor as to the public necessities, 
and the manner in which the sheriffs are making 
their payments of the revenue. They have as- 
certained that the sheriffs generally, and especi 
ally of the counties yielding the largest revenue, 
are paying up their public dues satisfactorily 
They were also informed that it was not the habit 
of the government to exact the damages, inter 
est and forfeitures imposed by law on defaulting 
sheriffs, whose payments were made in full before 
the session of the fiscal term of .he Franklin 
circuit court, which sets on the 4th Monday in 
January. 

It appears that about §120,000 will be needed 
to remit to New' York to pay the interest on the ( 
State debt, payable 1st January next at that place; 
that $67,000 will be required in January to pay 
the interest on the school fund, andabont $230 
000 on the 1st of March next to pay for common 
school purposes, besides the ordinary expenses 
of government, including the expenses of this 
session of the Legislature. The committee fear 
that the profitable use that can be made by sher- 
iffs of money at this time, will, ip the event of 
any general law of indulgence, check, if not en- 
tirely stop all payments of revenue until the pe- 
riod of indulgence shall expire, whereby serious 
inconveniences if not positive public default will 
probablv be occasioned. For the reasons thus 
glanced at, the committee ask until the 13th day 
of January, 1858, to report by bill. By which 
time it will be known whether there is any real 
necessity for any measure of relief

deport of the Secretary of the Interior. 

The Secretary in condensing the operations of 
the Land Bureau says that the area of our public 
domain, now undisposed of, consists of 1 ,086, 137,- 
536 acres. 

During the fiscal year coding June 
30, 1857, and the quarter ending 
Sept. 30, 1857, public lands have 
been surveyed and reported to the 
extent of 22.889, 40 l.i 

During the sumo period 21,160,037.2 

Have boon disposed of a* follows: 

For cash S 5.300,550.31 

Located with military warrants 7.381,010.00 “ 

Returned under swamp land grant 3,302,475.96 “ 

Estimated quantity of railroad 
grants of March, 1857 5,116,000.00 « 

The amount of money received on 
cash sales is $4,225,908 18 

This shows a falling off in land receipts from 
those for the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year of $5,322,145 99. With a falling 
off during the same period in the location of lands 
with warrants of more than 20 per cent. 

Whatever may have been the cause of this di- 
minution, the faetdemonstrates that, long before 
the prostration of all credit by the suspension of 
the banking institutions, the investment in wild 
lands had greatly decreased. 

There are eighty three organized land districts 
in all — though there are none in New- Mexico 
and Utah, where operations have been suspended 
through the hostilities of Indians and Mormons 
A geological survey of the former Territory is 
recommended. 

In referring to the report of the Commission- 
ers of Indian Affairs, the Secretary says the In- 
dian tribes within our limits number about 325,- 
000 about whom he gives much information. 

In regard to pensions, the Secretary says that 
the Attorney General ha9 given an opiuion that 
children or grandchildren have no claim to the 
pension of a soldier or widow who did not estab- 
lish their right to it in their lifetime. This re 
verses a practice which has obtained to a consid 
erable extent. He recommends that the forgery 
of land warrants be made a penal offense. 

Attention is called to the anomalous method 
of the appointment of clerks of courts by Judges, 
and a change in the tenure of their office is re- 
commended, so that they may be appointed in the 
same manner as marshals and district attorneys. 

An appropriation of $100,000 was made last 
winter for erectiug a court house in Boston. But 
the Masonic Temple being offered to the depart- 
ment for $105,000, the proposition was accepted, 
subject to the approval of Congress. 

Statements are given respecting the progress 
made in the several wagon roads, directed by 
Congress at the last session. 

From the 1st of January to the 13th of Sep- 
tember, 1857,6,095 applications for patents have 
been received, and 820 caveats filed; 2,066 
patents have been issued, and 2,287 applications 
rejected. 

The receipts for the three quarters ending the 
30th of September, 1857, were $161,415 97. The 
expenditures were $163,942 04. Excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts, $2,528 07. 

The report closes with an encouraging notice 
of the condition of the agricultural division of 
the department, which is fast increasing in popu 
larity and usefulness. 

O* Some Democrats have a modicum of con 
science. Let the incredulous read the following 
paragraph from the Covington Journal: 

At the election in August last, Jas. H. Mc- 
Daniel, Esq., (American) was elected by asmall 
majority over Dr. A. B. Chambers, (Democrat) 
to a seat in the lower House of the Kentucky 
Legislature from Gallatin county. Steps were 
taken to contest the election. At a Democratic 
meeting held in the county on the 28th ult., it 
was resolved “that it would be unpardonable to 
prosecute the matter any further.” Of course 
the Democrats of Gallatin county were convinced 
there was no good ground for the contest, but 
that they should publicly acknowledge the fact is 
a marvel. 

Normal School. — We perceive that several 
anti- American members of the Legislature are so 
much in favor of having Abolition school teach- 
ers in this State, that they have moved for the 
repeal of the Normal School law! Go it;— your 
precept is always a different thing to your ac- 
tion . — Shelby News. 



Manumission of Slaves. — The Alexandria (Va.) 
Gazette says: 

The last will and testament of the late George 
W. P. Custis. of this county, was admitted to 
probate at the December term of the county 
court, and by it, we learn, that he directed that 
all his slaves, on his different plantations, be set 
free within the next five years, leaving it to his 
executors to provide the necessary funds from 
his estate to remove them from the Common 
wealth. J'here are, probably, some two or three 
hundred slaves thus set free.

X have attended t<> the duty — will be pleased to for- 
ward, directly, copies of their cerliflcaies of appoint- 
ments and qualifications; ami also abatements of their 
settlements for tub year 1856, of moneys paid in 1837. 
This is a matter of importance, and it is hoped w ill re- 
ceive prompt attention. 

It is feared that some Commissioners have been care 
less in reporting the Fractional Districts (See Com- 
mon School Laws, ^Article 5th, Section 3d.) Some er- 
rors have been made by reporting the whole of such 
Districts to each county , thereby drawing the amounts 
twice. Diligenc** in the performance of this duty w ill 
avoid great perplexity and loss. 

The law, as amended by the last Legislature, requires 
very prompt returns from the Commissioners. Their 
Reports should be plainly w ritten, and tin* figuies dis- 
tinctly made, in columns regularly drawn. 

Orders must describe tin* manner in which funds are 
to be drawn, as no money is sent by mail. 

See Superintendent’s Report, forwarded this year, for 
furthers formation In this report will be found all the 
laws. necessary directions, forms, Ac. Blanks have been 
forwarded for use ol the Commissioners.

UTOur readers are already aware that Presi- 
dent Buchanan has summarily removed from ol 
fice John McKeon, Esq., U. S. District Attorney 
for New York, on account of his opposition to 
the election of Wood as Mayor of New York 
city. 1 1 was not pretended that McKeon had 
failed in anv respect to discharge his duties as 
a Federal official, hut, on the contrary, he is ac 
know I edged to have been an energetic and effi 
' cient officer. If was not pretended that he was 
incompetent or dishonest, or even that he had 
flinched from Democratic principles. But he 
was dismissed simply because he could not con- 
scientiously vote to place Wood in a position to 
which ho was notoriously a disgrace and a shame- 
The only ground of complaint against him was 
that he refused to place the duty of keeping the 
peace of New York city in the hands oi a man 
who is well known to be a confederate and pat 
ron of an aimed band of ruffians, assassins, and 
law-breakers; because he refused to trust the 
security of the lives and property of the citizens 
of New York to a man who publicly counseled 
an infuriated mob of foreign paupers and con- 
victs to take by force that property, unless 
the respectable citizens of New York would 
agree to support, some thousands ol men whose 
misfortune it had been to be deprived >of 
employment; because he refused to place the 
public revenues of a great city under the control 
of a man who. as has been proved, was a swind 
ler and a rascal; because, in’ short, he manfully 
repudiated the idea advanced by Mayor Wood, 
that Democrats wtnild invariably support the 
nominee of their party for any office, even though 
he were a felon, and because he could not place 
confidence in one who had time and again be- 
traved the confidence of all who had relied upon 
him, except the most corrupt of his myrmidons. 
He voted lor a political friend and not an oppo 
pent, but he preferred that that man should be 
honest. This, and this only, was the sum of his 
offence. 

It. is beneath the dignity of the Chief Execu- 
tive of such a nation as ours to interfere in mu- 
nicipal elections directly or indirectly, and we 
regard the action of Mr. Buchanan in the case of 
McKeon as an outrage upon individual rights.—- 
It was not only a little action, but it ill becomes 
one who professes to uphold in its greatest lati- 
tude the doctrine that the people should choose 
their own rulers, to endeavor by threats, and 
bribes, and by all the influence the extensive 
Federal patronage is able to exert, to foist upon a 
people a man who is obnoxious to them. And 
least of all should the President of the United 
States sustain the iniquity of so corrupt a dem 
agogue as Wood, and thus tacitly endorse his 
profligacy. 



I,. W. Powell. — This gentleman has been for- 
tunate enough to gain the Democratic caucus 
nomination for United States Senator, to succeed 
the Hon. John B. Thompson, and on yesterday 
his name was put in nomination in the House of 
Representatives. After Mr. Guthrie’s withdrawal 
from the field, the Hon Elijah Hisc, who, by the 
way, is intellectually one of the first men in the 
Democratic party of Kentucky, Col. Preston, and 
several other aspirants were quickly slaughtered, 
leaving Mr Boyd the only competitor of Powell 
for the palm. It was generally believed that 
Boyd would be the candidate, but within the last 
ten days Powell has gained upon him wonderful- 
ly, and at last has been proclaimed triumphant. 
But it can hardly be said that his greatness has 
been thrust upon him, but, to give him his due, 
it is the reward of his own exertions. 

Personally Mr. Powell is much less objections 
ble than some of the other aspirants for the posi 
tion, but politically he is as violent a Democrat 
and as bitter an anti -American as there is in the 
State. But all things considered we are by no 
means sorry that he has obtained the nomination 
He is an affable, social, pleasant spoken gentle- 
man whom nearly everybody likes, and dur 
ing his stay* in Frankfort he endeared many 
persors of both political parties to him. His 
warmest personal friends in this city are Araeri 
cans. Although very far from being a Clay, a 
Crittenden, a Rowan, a Barry, or a Hardin, he is 
still superior in intellect, and in moral character 
to the generality of the Democratic politicians 
in the State. Altogether, the Democracy might 
have done much worse than they have by nomi 
nating Mr. # Powell. We hope that if he is elect 
ed, he will discard the character of the partizan 
and assume that of a bold, manly and indepen- 
dent statesman of elevated views— and that he will 
adopt as his standard the tone of those men who 
studied the interests of theia country, and not the 
advancement of self or party, and especially of 
that man who would rather have been right than 
President.

[CT We are glad to see the bold and manly 
position which the Louisville Journal takes upon 
the question of sustaining the Normal School at 
Lexington, and wish that every paper in the 
State, without distinction of party, would rally 
around this great cause with the same indepen 
deuce The Journal's article upon the subject 
deserves a re -publication: 

T he State Normal School. — W e regret to find, 
in the report of the legislative proceedings at 
Frankfort, that a bill has been presented to repeal 
the act establishing a normal school. The Gov 
ernor, in his message, takes a broad and elevated 
view of this subject, aud presents the claims of 
the normal school upon the people of the State 
wisely and well. He sets forth in strong terms 
the advantages that must accrue to the system ol 
public instruction by the continuance ami liberal 
support of this school lor teachers. 

The opponents of this institution can find no 
tenable ground for their opposition to it. They 
may say that the appropriation fori it is taken 
from the common school fund, and that the 
benefit to be derived from it is not commensurate 
with the expense It would not, we think, be a 
difficult task to answer these objections, and a 
slight inquiry into the true condition of the com 
moil schools in this aud other States, And a refer- 
ence to the experience of those States where nor 
mal schools are Recognized as the most efficient 
means of extending the influence and elevating 
the condition of the common schools, will, it is 
hoped, cause the legislators at Frankfort to pause 
before they voluntarily surrender the benefits 
derived by their constituents from this useful aud 
important institution. 

It is true, not only of Kentucky, but of almost 
every State in the Union, that no class of people 
is so blindly entrusted with the interests of its 
employer' as those to whom are confided the 
moral aud intellectual training of children. — 
Clergymen are required to pursue their theologi 
cal studies in the regular schools of theology; 
physicians are required to listen to lecture alter 
lecture and to attend clinics and hospitals for ye irs 
and to pass rigid examinations before they receive 
their diplomas, und even then they are not re 
ceived into the full confidence ol the community 
until their skill has been repeatedly tested; me 
chanics must serve out their apprenticeship till 
they are practiced in the nice adaptation of one 
brick to another or their skillful fingers shall 
have attained sufficient dexterity to adjust the 
wheels of that complex little piece of machinery 
which enables us to mark with accuracy the flight 
of time, or their strong arms, with the aid ot un 
erring sight, forge the beam or the piston; while 
teachers receive no adequate training, moral, 
physical, or intellectual, and to them we commit, 
not our bodies to be healed, nor our watches to 
be # re paired, nor our houses to be built, but the 
minds of our children to be educated — to be de 
veloped and trained and formed. We do not 
mean of course to assert that there are no in 
structors of the young who are highly cultivated 
morally and intellectually: but we do assert, ami 
that fearlessly, that, in the selection of teachers 
competence lor the discharge of the grave re 
sponsibilitics assumed are too seldom regarded 

Teaching has too long been confided to uncul 
tivated and inexperienced men and women, who 
make it a means of living and not an end in 
life. 

After experiencing for a long series of years 
the injurious effects of the incompetency of her 
teachers, the State of Massachusetts — the pioneer 
in the common school system of this country — 
established , three normal schools as early as itf.'.H, 
and in the tenth annual report of the Hon Hor 
ace Mann, the Secretary of the Board of Educa 
tion, we find a loug article upon this subject, com- 
mencing with these words: “One of the most ef 
ficient agencies for improving, not only the com 
mon schools but all the schools in the State ha* 
been the Suite normal schools.” Then follows a 
detailed account of the practical working of these 
institutions. Again, in New York, besides the 
annual appropriation to the normal school at 
Albany and a generous expenditure upon thesys 
tem of common schools, a large appropriation is 
made to various institutes and academies in dit 
erent portions of the State to defray the expense 
of a teachers* class in each of these institutions, 
and the pupils so prepared are eagerly sought 
both as common and private school teachers in 
New York and the adjacent States. 

Much more may be said upon this subject, and 
many other proofs of the lasting benefits of nor 
inal schools might be adduced from the experi 
enec of other States; but we must await another 
opportunity to giv» |it. the attention which the itn 
portance of he subject demands. From the report 
on common schools in this State for 1856, we find 
that the income from the school fund for 1856 
was $291,6:10, to be distributed among one hun- 
dred and four counties; while in 1M6 the amount 
distributed for the same purpose was but $9,002 
20, and this increase in the demands of the po<» 
pie for common school instruction has taken 
place within the short period often years. With 
such a system, so rapidly advancing, shall we 
abandon all attempts to improve and extend it 
by supplying these numerous schools with com- 
petent and experienced teachers? for this will be 
the necessary result of discontinuing the appro 
priation to the normal school. Should this be 
done, we fear that our public school system will 
receive a blow from which it will suffer for years. 
The loss of the small sum necessary to i he support 
of the normal school can hardly be felt bv the 
common schools rtf the State, but the loss oi 
well directed, wise and enlightened instruction 
will long be felt, even beyond the present gene 
ration.

Mr. Andrews’ Speech. 

We have been fortuuate enough to obtain a 
correct report of the speech delivered by M’r, 
Andrews, of Fleming, on his amendment to M r. 
Silvertooth’s resolution to go into the election, of 
United States Senator on Tuesday, the 15th inst. 
We are indebted for the report to our clever 
young friend George C. Steadman, who, by the 
wav, is one of the most accomplished aud accu- 
rate and precise stenographers we ever knew: 

Mr. A • DREWS said: 

Mr. Speaker, this is a joint resolution from 
(lie Hi •use of Representatives, fixing a day 
(this day,) tor the election by the two houses 
of a United States Senator tor six years, 
whose time shall commence after the expira- 
tion of the time of lion. John B. Thompson, 
on tile 4th of March, 1*59 This resolution not 
only requires the concurrence of the Senate, but 
requires, by the constitution and rules, that it 
shall he enrolled, and signed by the presiding 
officers of the two houses and appioved by the 
Governor If this be so, it is manifest that there 
is not now sufficient time to perform this work to 
day. I, therefore, Mr. Speaker, move to strike 
• »ut 15th, with a view when done to have some 
convenient future day inserted, in order that the 
two houses in av perform the grave and important 
work contemplated by the resolution in order 

To these remarks Mr. Martin, of Flovd, made 
a short reply; Mr. Andrews then made the sub 
joined rejoinder, 

REPLY TO MR. MARTIN. 

vlr. Speaker: I trust that I have too much 
self respect, and appreciate sufficiently what is 
due to the Senate, to allow inyself to offer a mere 

iciious opposition to the proper discharge of anv 
duty imposed upon the Senate. L made my mo 
tion in good faith, intending no more by it than 
declared by me when I made it. And that is, 
(h it this work shall not be defeated, but done in 
order, properly, and wiihout haste or confusion; 
tiul 1 trust that the honorable Senator from 
Flovd knows me too well not to know that when 
I declare to him that I do not intend to embarrass 
<»r defeat the election of a United States Senator, 
I intend what I say. 

'The Senator refers to the statute, and says that 
this is the day, and the one required by its solemn 
injunctions. Sir, that statute, if it could be 
conceived to be any other than advisory, a? to 
(he day when this wmk should be (lone, is of no 
force to -daw 'The day required by the statute 
lias parsed, and is no more. The statute declares 
that “the election shall be held on the eighth day 
alter the organization of the General Assembly, 
on joint ballot.” Now, sir, apply the rules of law 
for the computation ol time, as settled by the 
Supreme Court of Kentucky , in iheosc of Chiles 
w. Smith’s heirs, 1 .'lilt Ben. Monroe, (a recent 
case), and the Senate will find that the day con- 
templated in the act has expired. The rule is 
that you count the day on which the act is to be 
performed, alter which a certain other act is to be 
bone, one. And now apply this rule to this ca?*e. 
The organization of the two Houses is an act, 
eight days af t« r which act a Senator is to be elec 
ted. Now, the two Houses were organized on 
Monday, which was one in the senes of eight 
days, and Monday (yesterday) was the eighth 
day So that it it even could have been argu 
ed that the statute was binding, the day is gone 
by. 

It will be seen by reference to the opinion of 
the Court that the decree had been rendered on 
l ie l'lh of Oct. 1*4*’, and the writ of error sued 
out on the 1 *th day of Oct. 1*51 The defendant 
plead the three years statute in bar of the writ, 
and the court held that the writ was barred. The 
language of the two statutes being the same, viz: 
“After the organization” and “after the decree or 
judgment.” But, Mr. Speaker, 1 make no point 
of this; my object is plain and manifest, aud lias 
in candor been declared to *the Senate. I cannot 
agree with the Senator that the interest of Ken 
tucky will suffer by reason of a few days delay. 
Sir, Kentucky is now, und will continue for two 
years to come, to be represented by two ilonora 
ole Senators, able and willing to support the dig- 
nity <# the Stale, and defeud her highest honor 
and interest. Sir, I have declared all I desired 
to ace aiplish by the motion, aud I mean no more 
than 1 have avowed. 

But, Mr. Speaker, I uni free to confess, that 
if 1 could call to my aid sufficient support to de 
feat, postpone, and defej an election of a U. S. 
Senator at this session of the Legislature, I 
would willingly do so, and deem myself as hav 
ing done the State some service. But this I do 
not now propose, nor do I intend so to propose. 
Many, very many, good reasons might be given 
in favor of postponing an election at this session. 
First, it is, in mv judgment, inexpedient in view 
of the troubled and unsettled state of public and 
interesting questions, to elect a Senator so long 
in advance of the term at which he will take his 
seat- It is two years. Far to long. The Sena 
tor elect, when the time comes, may hold opin- 
ions unsuited to the times and offensive to the 
people. I understand that Gov. Powell is the 
intended recipient of this high honor. Sir, while 
I have the highest personal regard for that Hon 
gentleman and consider him entitled to fully as 
much confidence us any gentleman of his party, 
I am unwilling, in view of the length of time, in 
view of the great and all absorbing questions 
likely to arise, to trust any m in so long before- 
hand. 

Sir, there is the Kansas question unsettled, a 
monetary and commercial crisis impending over 
the country to be provided for. And the Federal 
Government is the only power to provide a rem 
edy. And in view of all these great interests gen- 
tlemen here complain of delay, reflection, and 
calm consideration. Let us look at the facts. — 
Before the newly elected Senator will be permit 
ted to take his seat, 1st December, 1*59, there 
will have been in Kentucky another new Con- 
gress, a new Governor, a new Legislature, coming 
up fresh from the people, fully apprised of their 
then opinions and their then wants; and who can 
tell, who will dare to predict, that a Senator now 
elected will reflect the public will of that day. — 
Would it not be Tar better to suffer the inconveni 
ence resulting from having but one Senator, fora 
few days ol the first session of Congress, and obtain 
a Senator elected by a Legislature fresh from 
the people and a Senator himself reflecting 
the then will of the State? This would 
surely be the safe plan. And, if need be, the 
Goverrtor, by his proclamation, might call the 
Legislature together a few days before the regu 
lar time, and thus avoid the evil apprehended. 

Again, this Legislature may pass a bill, now be- 
fore the other House, fixing the 1st of November 
as the day for the future sessions to convene, and 
thus avoid all the apprehended evils. 

Mr. Speaker, the object contemplated by the 
motion is fair, and I regret to see honorable Sen- 
ators so sensitive; if they are confident that Ken- 
tucky is theirs, now and hereafter, and have no 
misgivings as to the future, I would most re- 
spectfully invite them to come to my relief. — 
Come to the aid of a dozen or more of us in this 
Senate, uuite with my friends in the House, and 
refer this great question to time and the people, 
aud, in my judgment, you will have met their 
highest approbation, and justified yourself in 
your claims to the possession of the power of the 
State.

They also burned all the grass on the route be- 
yond Bridger. Snow was three feet deep in the 
mountains, and the country was covered far 
east of Blue river. Buffaloes were very abun- 
dant.
